that the German Invaders will shortl 
be driven from their country tha 
plans are now being discussed an 
drawn up in London for the scientifi 
rebuilding of the devastated town 
and cities of Belgium 


The idea of rebuilding ruined Be 


glum upon modern scientific lines 
originated by the International Gar- 
den Cities and Town Planning assocla 
tlon and was enthusiastically accepte 
by King Albert and the Belgian gov 
eminent, while the British govern 
ment has bestowed its official bless 
Ings on the scheme 


A committee called the Belgian 


town planning committee has been 
formed, made up of representatives o 
the various Belgian ministries, th 
Royal Institute of British Architects 
the Institute of Municipal and County 
Engineers, the Town Planning Associa 
tion of Great Britain,* Belgium, France 
Holland, Poland, Russia and Spain 


At the first meeting of the commit 


tee it was decided that the actual 
work of rebuilding Belgium should bi 
done entirely by the Belgians them 
selves, from plans prepared by Bel 
gian architects and engineers, atu 
that the work of the English and 
other non Belgian members should be 
advisory 


Obliged to Work Secretly. 


Each member of the committee 


pledged himself not to accept any con 
tract or payment for any of the worK 
in connection with the rebuilding 


The committee js now devoting its 


attention primarily to securing a com 
Blete civic survey of the devastate* 
towns and cities of Belgium 
This 


work is proceeding slowJy but success 
fully slonly because it baa to be done 
secretly—rjght under the jgyesiof the 
Gerjnans-^and smuggled flut of the 
country piece ,by, piece. The 
by which this la accomplished, and 
who Is doing ,lt, cannot be revealed 
au it Is believed the Germans, if they 
discovered it would put an effective 
stop to it at once 
It is hoped, how- 


ever, that within five or six weeks the 
complete civic survey will have been 
obtained,

Monday—Started for ration* at 7:80 


p. m. and on the way caught up with 
three officers strolling along slowly. 
The roadway was narrow and it was 
very dark through the woods, so that 
It was impossible to pass them. One 
of the boys got tired of being kept be- 
hind at such a slow pace and at last 
broke out with: "H — , I'm not going 
to stick behind that guy! 
He's too 


blame slow" (only the word was not 
blame., The officers accompanying the 
colonel, for it turned out to be our 
colonel, evidently knew the American 
language, for they burst out laughing, 
but the colonel continued hla stroll 
Imperturbable. 


Tuesday— Up at 3:30 a. m. rheuma- 


tism in my right arm preventing me 
from sleeping. Found Joseph Collett, 
•Who declared he had not slept a wink 
all night as a continual bombardment 
had been going from ten o'clock till 
three, with a short letup between mid- 
night and one. The French heavy 
artillery was firing Incessantly with- 
out any reply from the Germans 
It 


was over in the direction of Reims, 
he said, and the firing was awful; 
the flashes of fire were continual. 
When it ceased about midnight I sup- 
posed the infantry must be charging 
with the bayonet, but it commenced 
again as furiously as ever. 


I am not surprised at the stories 


about Germans going crazy as they 
did at Hartmannsweiler Kopf after 
seeing and hearing this. 


The papers spoke of German sol- 


diers running round the village, mad, 
stark mad, driven so by the hellish 
noise and the destruction. Even the 
men in reserve underground trenches, 
feet below the earth, who were to re- 
place the men killed in the trenches, 
were driven mad. They could see noth- 
ing, but could hear the swish of the 
shells, the roar of the explosions and 
the shrieks of those above. 


Tuesday. — Bouligny has received 


word that he has been promoted ser- 
geant, unfortunately he will leave our 
company, being moved to Battalion C, 
Second Company, Second Section. 


Tuesday — Trinkard found a baby 


cart in the village and wheeled it over 
to bring the wine when drawing ra- 
tions. A big success. 


At 1:45 p. m. the enemy began shell- 


ing the road half way between Craon- 
elle and Blanc Sablon wood. As usual 
they send a couple of small time shells 
to test the range (they explode in the 
air), and then some big contact shells 
which destroy anything they hit and 
make another big hole in the ground 
if they miss. The shelling stopped at 
2-05 — missing a barn not a hundred 
yards from me. 


There was a little volunteer (a new 


chap) just beside me yesterday who 
fired his rifle. Up came the corporal 
of the guard to know why the etcetera 
he fired. "Oh, -I had a cartridge that 
looked bad so I tried It" Then the 
sergeant-major wanted to know why 
he had fired and he pleaded that he 
had seen two rabbits and could not 
resist to pop at them. This is a real 
war anecdote, I only wish I could give 
you something more lurid, like those 
I eee in the American press. 


Watched a French aviator being 


fired at about 4:45 p. m. Four bat- 
teries were at him at the same time, 
six or seven shells exploding at once. 
There was still enough light to see 
the shells explode. The firing was so 
fast that I counted, and found that 
more than a hundred shell* exploded 
in five minute*. The aviator flew out 
of range, but at 5:15 he came back 
again, and, etrange to say, was not 
fired at.

be able to work directly for the "re- 
vanche." 


At the outset of the war all the gen 


eral officers belonged to the active 
army, and for a time General Maun 
oury had to content himself with the 
useful, If less satisfying, work of in 
apecting depots and the organization 
of reserves. 


It was not long, however, before 


he was given the command of an army 
formed at Verdun, at the head o, 
which he took pan in the early and 
disastrous flgbtlng along the Belgian 
frontier. During the retreat he fought 
a series of actions with the greatest 
brilliance, while at the same time re- 
organizing and completing his force. 


General Maunoury was ordered to 


Paris to undertake the task of organ 
izlng and commanding the army des 
tined, in the event of things turning 
out badly on the Marne, to act in the 
•defense of Paris. 


The appointment was flattering 


but to General Maunoury it arouset 
many cruel memories, for he had be- 
gun his military career in the army 
of Paris in 1870 and, as artillery of 
fleer, had known the bitterness of de- 
feat in the series of battles which was 
fought in the neighborhood of the cap! 
tat. 


That bitterness he wiped out in sig- 


nal manner at the head of the army 
of Paris which at the critical moment 
swung on to the German right along 
the Ourcq, and withstanding the most 
terrible battering for days, finally pre- 
cipitated the general retreat of the 
enemy back to the Alsne. 


General Maunoury comes from a 


family which has been noted tor its 
service to the countryside of the Loir 
«t Cher and to the greater country, 
France. 4Perbapa his most striking 
•characteristic Is quiet modesty, his 
unassuming nature, 


He is a type of the officer bred of 


the desire for revenge. For that he 
has worked; it was that idea which 
.gave to his teachings their stength; It 
was that idea which gave to his spirit 
the force required of it during the bat- 
tle of the Ourcq. From the Ourcq 
General Maunoury and his army have 
moved np to the Aisne. 


It was there that I had the honor 


•of visiting him, 


Like many another army commander 


I have been privileged to meet along 
the French,. front. General Maunoury 
has refused to admit that a general's 
place Is In the study poring over maps, 
receiving reports, conducting war as 
though It were nothing but a game of 
•chess. 


He declined to believe that the tele- 


phones, wireless, the aeroplanes, and 
modern shell fire have in any way 
belittled the Importance of men, and 
lie Bade a point of making at least 
•one visit a day to the front trenches, 
•where his cheery smile and cheering 
words never tailed to increase .the re- 
•pact and admiration in which be If 
held by his officers and men. 


It was daring on* of those visits 


that a bullet found htm with hi* eye 
at a peephole and temporarily de- 
prived France of hi* service.

AGENTS ARE GATHERING DATA 


Refugee* In London Map Out Task^o 


Begin When Invader* Are Driven 
.. 
Out—30,000 Structure* 


F' 
Are Destroyed. 


London.—So confident are Belgians 


that the German Invaders will shortly 
be driven from their country tha 
plans are how being discussed anc 
drawn up In London for the scientific 
rebuilding of the devastated towns 
and cities of Belgium. 


The idea of rebuilding ruined Bel 


glum upon modern scientific lines was 
originated by the International Gar- 
den Cities and Town Planning aisocla 
tion and was enthusiastically accepted 
by King Albert and the Belgian gov 
eminent, while the British govern 
ment has bestowed its official bless 
ings on the scheme. 


A committee called the Belgian 


town planning committee has been 
formed, made up of representatives ol 
the various Belgian ministries, the 
Royal Institute of British Architects, 
the Institute ot Municipal and County 
Engineers, the Town Planning Associa- 
tion of Great Britain,'Belgium, France 
Holland, Poland, Russia and Spain. 


At the first meeting of the commit- 


tee it was decided that the actual 
work of rebuilding Belgium should be 
done entirely by the Belgians them- 
selves, from plans prepared by Bel- 
gian architects and engineers, and 
that the work of the English ; and 


. other non-Belgian members should be 


advisory. 


Obliged to Work Secretly. 


Each member of the committee 


pledged himself not to accept any con- 
tract or payment for any of the work 
in connection with the rebuilding. 


• The committee is .now devoting its 
attention primarily to securing a.com- 
plete civic survey of the devastated 
towns and cities of Belgium, This 
work is proceeding siowJy but success 
fully, slowly because it has. to-be done 
secretis*—right .under, the jjyesaot the 
Germans—and snuggled jOuti: of the 
country, piece ,by,; Piece. ' tThe, means 
by which this is accomplished, and 
who is doing.jt,(«iuu>ot be revealed, 
au it.j* believed the Germans. K they 
discovered it would put an -effective 
stop to it at once. It is hoped;, how, 
ever, that within five or six weeks the 
complete civic survey will have been 
obtained;. . 
v Although^'definite plans are yet to 
be formed) It i* probable that the 
committee will do much more than 
provide merely for the rehabilitation 
of the stricken towns so as to pro- 
vide homes for the war sufferers. Par- 
ticularly In England many men who 
have made a careful study of 'town- 
planning methods see in the present 
an opportunity for the application of 
modern, scientific Idea*. They urge 
that "cities beautiful" such as hare 
been outllated 4n ainlatur* world's 
fairs and on'a small scale tn "English 
garden settlements should be erected 
on the ruins of the devastated Belgian 
towns. 


Must Consult Owner* First. 


It is questionable, of course, to what 


extent these methods can be em- 
ployed, for there are the owners of the 
property to be consulted. One-fifth of 
the adult population owned their own 
homes, and the residents of Flanders 
are distinctly conservative. But it 
inevitable that the new Belgium wi 
be an improvement on the old. 


Ewart G. Culpln, who is the secre- 


tary of the committee and who Is we 
known In the United States throug 
his lectures on town planning, 
asked if the committee has decidei 
on any radical architectural or phys 
teal change* in any of the ruine 
town*. He said: 


"No, but undoubtedly there will be 


remarkable changes.

Edward B. Clark Makes an In- 


spection of the Camp at 


Dorchester. 


GERMANS GIVEN GOOD FOOD 


Are Taken For Long Walk* and Al- 


lowed to Play Garnet to Keep In 


Condition—London Is Hourly 


Expecting an Attack from 


"on High."

It is taken for granted, of course, 


that courage is the same in all civil- 
ized countries, but it does seem as if 
the sort of cool indifference of the 
Englishman to the possibilities or 
probabilities of overhead attack is a 
peculiarly British characteristic

men in authority or prisoners, knew 
that a newspaper man vUltor wu to 
drop In to the place. I went then and 
found something very much like as- 
tonishment that a superior officer au- 
thority .had given me permission to go 
to the camp, to look It over, and to 
write about it This made me certain 
that no preparations for my visit had 
been made, and that I saw the cap- 
tives In their normal state of treat- 
ment and Imprisonment 


The Germans at Dorchester were all 


captured during or Just after battle*. 
Every man there had been doing his 
beet for the Fatherland on the fight- 
ing line. 
Some of them had been 


badly wounded, but had been kept In 
hospitals until complete, or nearly 
complete recovery, before being sent 
to the prison camp proper. One young 
fellow, just or a little more than of 
age, had been badly wounded In the 
side at the battle of Solssons, or per- 
haps it were better to say at one of 
the many battles near Soissons, be- 
cause back and forth about the place 
the armies had been struggling for a 
long time. This soldier youth was a 
student He wore big spectacles, al- 
most the size of motor car goggles 
He spoke English, which he told me 
he had learned at school, having never 
been in an English-speaking country 
in his life If the American boy learns 
as good German in an American school 
as the English that soldier learned in 
a German school, our modern language 
teachers know their business 


Are Well Cared For. 


This boy spoke French also 
Per- 


haps, in the present state of affairs he, 
as a German, is not particularly proud 
of his English and French speaking ac- 
complishments, but he knows the, to 
him, alien languages well 
His Eng- 


lish is almost without a trace of what 
we call foreign accent, and I suppose 
his French may be likewise, although 
I am not qualified to judge This boy 
told me of his prison life, and said 
he had good food, a good bed and was 
comfortable, but with good food and 
a good bed he nevertheless was a pris- 
oner 
I thought on this as I talked 


to him, wondering all the while wheth- 
er he, after all, would not prefer the 
battle and its dangers to the prison 
life, its semicomforts and its safety. 


Much has been written about the 


uniform of the German armies, how its 
color makes it actually vanish when 
viewed at a little distance Nearly all 
of the prisoners at Dorchester were 
still garbed in their field coats and 
trousers, and some of them still had 
their service caps 
I saw many of 


these men at a distance of nearly two 
hundred yards, but I did not see them 
clearly, because with their caps drawn 
down over their eyes, thus making 
them virtually one color from toe to 
top, they melted into the surroundings 
so that they became part of them and 
were with the utmost difficulty picked 
out by the eye of the observer 


The prisoners at Dorchester live 


either in brick buildings which have 
stood for a good many years, or in 
frame structures recently erected for 
their accommodation 
They sleep on 


the floor or at least upon boards re- 
moved from the floor by only a few 
inches 
On these boards, however, is 


laid a thick mattress which seeming- 
ly is comfortable 
Each sleeper has 


food of various kind* want without a 
purchaser. The primmer* bought cig- 
arettes and tobacco, orange* 
and 


banana*, and other things, but the 
solid food* stayed on the sales coun- 
ter. The man la charge told me tha 
there was virtually no demand for-the 
BnbBtantlal*. 


The captives at Dorchester have a 


recreation field three or four acre* In 
extent, and there they play all *orfc 
of game*. They do ordinary work 
around the camp and, In addition to 
the exercise from game and work, they 
are taken out In big (quad* for tramp* 
through the country outlying the 
camp, of course being constantly un- 
der guard. 


Those of the prisoners with whom 


I talked Individually proved to be most 
interesting men. One of them up to 
the time of the outbreak of the war 
had been a professor of language* in 
a German institution of learning. He 
knew the classics thoroughly and now

German Concentration Camp at Dorchester. 


Londoner, from the man who sell* 
cat'* meat to the man who lives in the 
palace, doesn't seem to care a rap 
whether hell in hail form is to drop 
down from the heavens or not. After 
he gets a taste of It it may be differ- 
ent, but thus far there is only a curi- 
osity in the matter which virtually 
seems to take on the nature of a cu- 
rious desire to see what will happen 
when it does happen The American 
boy on the Fourth of July likes to hold 
a firecracker in his fingers to see if It 
will hurt when it explodes This seems 
to be the attitude of the Londoner in 
the present case when a Taube or a 
Zeppelin may come zigzagging out of 
the horizon line at any minute, day or 
night 


Dorchester Prison Camp. 


Down at a place called Dorchester, 


from which a thriving suburb of the 
city of Boston, Mass, take* its name, 
there is a camp where German pris- 
oners of war are confined. 
I have 


been allowed to visit thl* camp, and 
the tour of Inspection wa* most inter- 
esting, although it is never a humanly 
pleasant thing to look on prisoner*, 
whether they be Oermans, Frenchmen, 
Englishmen or captives of whatever 
nation. The thing was interesting be- 
cause, while In the main the place 
and It* environ* were peaceful, they 
nevertheless presented a picture of 
war** conditions. I wa* not told defi- 
nitely Just how many prisoner* there 
were at Dorchester, but I wa* allowed 
to make an estimate and to use it I 
think there are about 2,200 German* 
In the compound. 


These men of Wllhelm't armies are 


not baring a vtry bard time of it I 
want to MT that aebody M the- camp, 


three blankets with which to keep him- 
self warm 


The food which the English give the 


Germans at Dorchester, and the camp 
there is said to be a typical one, is not 
the food of a Michigan boulevard or 
.Fifth avenue hotel, but those who 
must eat it say that it is good and 
that there is enough of it 
I proved 


to my own satisfaction that the cap- 
tires really wcrs satisfied with their 
food and were not simply telling me 
so because a British army officer was 
present while I was talking to him 
I had sense enough to know that no 
prisoner would care to complain of hi* 
food while one of the authoritative 
one* wa* present, and so I wanted to 
make it certain, as far a* I could, 
whether or not the prisoner* had Just 
cause to complain, but yet either did 
not care to or dare to do it 


May B«y Little" Comfort*. 


Every prisoner at Dorchester Is al- 


lowed to receive money from friend* 
to be used to purchase such permitted 
thing* a* will add to hi* comfort. 
There 1* a (tore within the prison, 
canteen they call it, at which the cap- 
tive* may make purchases. I went 
to that (tore and watched prisoner 
after prisoner a* he came to buy. 
Solid food wa* on tale there, and 
many tempting article* of food of the 
lighter kind a* well. I reasoned that 
If the man were dissatisfied' with the 
food that wa* issued to them, or that 
if it wa* not nutritious, they would 
•pend their money on food which 
they felt they needed to keep up their 
•treagth, and perhap* their heart*. 


With the exception of fruit, no prU- 


oner made a purchase of food. Fine 
bacon, fine canned leap* aad canned 


to add English to hi* lingual accom- 
plishment*. 


With one exception there wa* nc 


prisoner In camp under the age ol 
eighteen year*. The exception was » 
boy of sixteen, who had been picked 
up from the water after a naval en< 
gagement It was the intention of the 
authorities to send him, in a day or 
two, to another camp where other 
young naval apprentices are confined. 


Are Closely Guarded. 


All about the camp at Dorchester, 


including of course the 
recreation 


ground, there runs a double line of 
barbed wire entanglements. Back of 
these for a large part of the inclosure 
there is a high wall On a platform 
back of this wall the guards walk 
with fixed bayonet and loaded rifle 
Escape seems well nigh impossible Yet 
It is true that recently two prisoners, 
both officers, escaped from another 
prison, presumably just as well guard- 
ed as is this one, and they were not 
recaptured until they had wandered 
about the country for nearly a week 


In the camp at Dorchester there are 


several 
members of the Prussian 


guard 
They are huge men and of a 


wonderful physique 
The rest of the 


prisoners are just about like the av- 
erage of other nationalities in size 
and build 
All of them look like pyg- 


mies, however, by the side of the Prus- 
sian guard giants There are no Ger- 
man officers confined at this camp. 
The enlisted men captives, however, 
are not entirely from what some people 
call the lower walks of life They rep- 
resent the merchant, the farmer and 
the professional classes 


These captives hear from home un- 


der certain restrictions 
The Ameri- 


can embassy has taken over the af- 
fairs of Germany, and it is America 
today as represented in Englan 
which has in its care in a way thei 
German prisoners of war 
Of cours 


it must not be understood that Ame 
lea says that this must be done 
that must be done, but it makes repr 
sentatlons on behalf of the Germa 
government, when so requested, an 
it looks after matters pertaining 
the communication which is kept u 
between the prisoners and their kin 
folk, and also to the transmission unde 
regulation of money from father an 
mother or sister and brother in th 
Fatherland to the member of the fam 
lly fold who is a prisoner in an alle 
land 


The prisoners at Dorchester showe 


an Interest, and rather a keen one 
when it was known that an America 
was to visit them and wished to tal 
to them about their welfare The rea 
ton for this in large part was as 
found somewhat to my astonishmen' 
that as near as could be determined 
not one of the many captives at Dor- 
chester ever had visited the United 
States. An American was a curiosity 
I thought it was possible that I coul 
find among them all some.man who 
would like to send a message to 
friend whom he had known in the 
United States, but not one of them 
ever had crossed the water to vial 
the land where so many of their coun 
trymen have found a home.

General Maunoury was called from

army, and for a time General Maun- 
oury had to content himself with the 
useful, If less satisfying, work of in- 
specting depots and the organization 
of reserves. 


It was not long, however, before 


he was given the command of an army 
formed at Verdun, at the head of 
which he took part in the early and 
disastrous fighting along the Belgian 
frontier. During the retreat he fought 
a series of actions with the greatest 
brilliance, while at the same time re- 
organizing and completing his force. 


General Maunoury was ordered to 


Paris to undertake the task of organ- 
izing and commanding the army des- 
tined, in the event of things turning 
out badly on the Marne, to act in the 
defense of Paris. 


The appointment was flattering, 


but to General Maunoury it aroused 
many cruel memories, for he had be- 
gun his military career in the army 
of Paris in 1870 and, as artillery of- 
ficer, had known the bitterness of de- 
feat In the series of battles which was 
fought in the neighborhood of the capi- 
tal 


That bitterness he wiped out in sig- 


nal manner at the head of the army 
of Paris which at the critical moment 
swung on to the German right along 
the Ourcq, and withstanding the most 
terrible battering for days, finally pre- 
cipitated the general retreat of the 
enemy back to the Alsne. 


General Maunoury comes from a 


family which has been noted tor its 
service to the countryside of the Loir 
et Cher and to the greater country, 
France. Perhaps his most striking 
•characteristic Is quiet modesty, his 
unassuming nature. 


He is a type of the officer bred of 


the desire for revenge. For that he 
has worked; it was that idea which 
*ave to his teachings their stength; It 
was that idea which gave to his spirit 
the force required of it during the bat- 
tle of the Ourcq. From the Ourcq 
General Maunoury and his army have 
moved tip to the Alsne. 


It was there that I had the honor 


«f visiting him. 


Like many* another army commander 


I have been privileged to meet along 
the French, front. General Maunoury 
has retused'to admit that a general's 
place Is In the study poring over maps, 
receiving reports, conducting war as 
though It were nothing but a game of 


He declined to believe that the tele- 


phones, wireless, the aeroplanes, and 
modern shell fire have in any way 
belittled the Importance of men, and 
lie Bade a point of making at least 
•one visit a day to the front trenches, 
where his cheery smile and cheering 
words never tailed to increase .the re- 
•pect and admiration in which he is 
held by his officers and men. 


It was daring one of those visits 


-that a ballet found htm with his eye 
at a peephole and temporarily de- 
prived France of nil service.
